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A Sort of 
Post Mortem 


One of the deceits long prac- 
ticed on the Southern people by 
some of their leadership is that 


the Supreme 
Court hates 
the South, that 
the people of the 
North ‘do not 
like us,” and 
that the nation 
entertains hos- 
tility toward 
"us ,”" 
That the court’s 
1954 school de- 
cision shocked the South, especial- 


ly the Deep South which has most 
of the Negro population and the 
most firmly established traditions 
of segregation in the schools, is 
certainly true. That the decision 
constitutes a very real revolution 
in custom and tradition is not 
questioned. And that resistance 


will be the longest and most stub- 
bornly contested is also undoubt- 
ed. That this will be a long pe- 
riod of years is not to be denied. 
That a great majority of the peo- 
ple oppose it is true. 

But that this grows out of some 
“plot’”’ against the South as a re- 
gion, or that the court is preju- 
diced against Southern people, or 
that “‘they do not like us” or 
“have it in for the South” is not 
true. Nor were there any Com- 
munists influences in it. 


A factual, objective analysis is 
indicated as a public service. 


Compliance 


There are some 42 states, count- | 
ing Alaska, which have moved or 
begun to move toward compliance 
with the court’s decision. In some 
this is but a token. Their prob- 
lems are not as large or as com- 
plex as those of the Deep South 
states. But they are all Ameri- 
can peoples and they bear the 
South no malice or ill will. There 
is no plot against the South. The 
majority in those states do not 
agree with the theory of defiance 
or violence. They did not like 
the troops at Little Rock but they 
disliked Governor Faubus more. 
Nor is it true that more and more 
persons are ‘“‘coming around” to 
the deep South viewpoint. 

The court, if anything, is sym- 
pathetic with the South’s problem. 
But it is also aware that much 
of the Southern leadership has 
deceived the people by declaring 
the court’s order unconstitutional. 

It is not impossible that the 
court will, in its decision later 
this month, define its “deliberate 
speed” phrase of the 1954 deci- 
sion. If it can it will provide 
more time. It is a question wheth- 
er, in the face of Southern gov- 
ernors and others telling their 
people that the court acted uncon- 
stitutionally, the court can do this. 
But it would like to, and it may. 


What really happened in the re- 
cent hearings? 

Chief Justice Earl Warren kept 
asking the central question of the 
distinguished attorney represent- 
ing the Little Rock school board; 
Richard C. Butler: 


“Can we defer a program of 
this kind merely because elements 
in a community will commit vio- 
lence to prevent it from going 
into effect?” 

Attorney Butler, whose argu- 
ment won commendation, did not 
defend the violence, nor question 
the decision’s constitutionality. 


Confusion 

He said that the people of Lit- 
tle Rock were confused about 
what was the law and that they 
did not accept the Supreme 
Court’s decision as final, particu- 
larly since Gov. Faubus was re- 
peatedly telling them it was not 
the law of the land. To this the 
Chief Justice said he had ‘“‘never 
heard such an argument in a 
court of law.” 


The Little Rock attorney clearly 
won the sympathy of the court by 
his recital of the harassments suf- 
fered by the board during the past 
school year. He again on his part 
told the court he was not there 
to question its authority nor the 
scoustitutionality of the order. Nor 
was he there to plead for the 
mobs which created violence last 
year. He was appealing for time 

But the court, while sym- 
pathetic, came back to the central 
issue by asking: 

“‘What would happen if the high- 
est court in the land surrendered 
to violence? And as for educa- 
tion—what would happen to that 
if high school students, with the 
sanction of the Supreme Court. 
were free to defy the law and 
deny constitutional guarantees?

MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — Hurricane 
Ella swept into eastern Cuba Mon- 
day night. 

A bulletin said the northwest- 
bound storm’s future course and 
intensity were uncertain. Aircraft 
and ground radar units kept it 
under surveillance. 

The hurricane pounded ancient 
Santiago de Cuba, eastern Cuba's 
largest city with 69-mile an hour 
winds as it veered inshore. 

Its forward speed was 20 miles 
an hour. 

FLASH FLOODING 

The U. S. Weather Bureau at 
Miami warned of gales and flash 
flooding in eastern ‘and central 
Cuba.

Opening of Schools 
Greeted With Hope 


Today school bells will herald the 
return of almost a million Georgia chil- 
dren to the classrooms. It comes at a 
time when the whole system of Ameri- 
can education is undergoing a major 
self-examination and critical analysis to 
determine if it is meeting the need of our 
complex industrial and urban society in 
today’s world. 

There is, of course, many things still 
to be done in Georgia to bring her 
schools up to needed standards. We are 
still plagued by teacher shortages, many 
classrooms remain overcrowded and the 
processes of learning too often are over- 
shadowed by other activities and lim- 
ited by economics. Curricula are limited, 
too, by lack of qualified instructors. 


But children who return to schcol 
this year will have better facilities and 
schools in general are better financed 
than ever before. 

Of all Georgia children, more than 
160,000 of them in school this year will 
be in Fulton and DeKalb counties. And 
it is these large systems which continue 
to bear the brunt of the expense which 
accompanies constantly growing enroll- 
ments. In Atlanta, Fulton and DeKalb, 
it must be said that extraordinary effort 
is being made locally to meet the situa- 
tion. 

Georgia, of course, takes pride in 
strides which have been made in educa- 
tion. To the credit of educational lead- 
ers and responsible citizens there is gen- 
eral understanding that much more has 
to be done. This attitude of self-criti- 
cism and the healthy interest which local 
communities are showing in education 
should make for continued improvements. 

At any rate, we welcome back all of 
Georgia’s children to the classrooms. We 
commend our teachers, the conscientious 
administrators and all citizens connected 
with the most important task facing the 
state. We offer our continued support to 
all efforts to build an adequate educa- 
tion program for today’s and tomorrow’s 
children.

DeKalb School Effort 
Sets Splendid Example 


For the first time in many years, De- 
Kalb points with pride to opening of 
schools with no double sessions or pu- 
pils assigned to classes outside school 
buildings. 

The achievement appears all the more 
noteworthy when it is recalled that as 
recently as 1947 DeKalb school enroll- 
ment was only 10,035. During the com- 
ing school year it will reach 40,000. This 
represents an increase of almost 3,000 
a year for the past decade. 

While there still will be some over- 
crowded conditions, the outlook for ade- 
quate school housing in the county is 
now in sight. It did not just happen. It 
required conscientious leadership, com- 
munity cooperation and a willingness— 
as a result of both—to foot the bill. 

DeKalb’s financial problem with 
schools was magnified by the influx of 
new residents which now has seen it 
surpassing Fulton in rate of growth. The 
fact these new residents have been will- 
ing to underwrite several bond issues, 
the latest being an 11-million-dollar 
building issue, is tribute to a community- 
wide selling job with citizen participa- 
tion. 

While DeKalb expected a population 
increase in the postwar period, it did 
not anticipate such great numbers. It has 
required a decade to catch up. But the 
way the school space problem has been 
met, while maintaining and even improv- 
ing academic standards, contains a les- 
son for every community in the land fac- 
ing similar problems. 

This DeKalb school effort has been 
costly and the end is not yet in sight. The 
fact it was accomplished with unequal 
and inadequate state aid should be noted, 
as should the struggle of other commu- 
nities under the same circumstances. 

But DeKalb’s example is an inspira- 
tion. Its school leaders and all its citi- 
zens deserve commendation for refusing 
to neglect the needs of their children.

Among a number of other worthwhile 
recommendations, the jury gave Atlan- 
tans much to think about in proposing 
that a one-mill tax be set aside for urban 
renewal on a permanent basis. This tax 
for “depreciation” just might result in 
much greater benefits in tax “apprecia- 
tion” than it would cost. In the long run 
it probably would be the cheapest tax 
ever levied. 

The jury asked for a community-wide 
citizens crime commission which con- 
stantly would be studying ways and 
means of curbing and preventing this 
problem. Now in the process of being 
formed, such a commission might well 
enlarge its scope. 

Recommendations in the field of law 
enforcement, including permitting judges 
to pass sentence rather than allowing 
the jury to set them and again calling 
for an adequate auto title registration 
law, were based on sound reasoning. 

The jury wisely commended, too, 
“those leaders of both races who have, 
through alertness, wisdom and patience, 
eased racial tensions and kept friction to 
a minimum in our community.” It recom- 
mended a policy of “discussing common 
community problems” to maintain this 
relationship. 

Again we commend the July-August 
grand jury for its constructive work.

Inspire Familiar Song 


_Georgia taxpayers are being fur- 
nished another classic example of almost 
unbelievable laxity in the State High- 
way Debt. and its loose handling of funds. 

Stockpiled at McRae and Helena are 
large quantities of concrete pipe bought 
for certain projects but never used. 

In a number of instances funds pro- 
vided for specific items in road contracts 
between the state and the City of McRae 
have been used for other items. 

There are no records to substantiate 
any of the contract changes, according to 
resident engineer C. J. Nairn. 

What a way to handle large expen- 
ditures! Such a haphazard procedure 
with no records kept lends itself to im- 
measurable abuses. 

It also is revealing that the concrete 
pipe was bought from a firm headed by a 
county official and most of the road work 
at McRae awarded another firm of which 
two of the three owners are county of- 
ficials. 

Thus insight again is provided into 
the workings of a widely used system in 
which the state lets contracts to cities 
and counties which then, contrary to law, 
hire private contractors to do the work. 

The state not only winks at the prac- 
tice but shows a marked degree of un- 
concern about willy-nilly shifting of 
funds from one project to another.

85th Congress Left Capital 


With Uneasy Conscience 


In the New York Times 
WASHINGTON—The 85th Congress has retired from the national 
scene in a troubled mood but with a sense of general self-satisfaction 
over an unusually active and constructive life. At the Capitol, as 
through the country to perhaps a much lesser degree, there is a@ 
largely unspoken feeling of uneasiness over the state of the Union. 


There are doubts over whether 
the United States is moving with 
sufficient speed and boldness to 
overcome the Soviet in space- 


science and long-range ballistic 
missiles. 


There is anxiety over the course 
of the country’s foreign policy, 
over the condition of its national 
economy and of the government's 
finances. There is concern over 
the Executive Branch’s Capacity 
to lead. 


By comparison, the country 
and the Capitol were light-heart- 
ed in January of 1957, when the 
two-year span of the 85th Con- 
gress began. 

There was confidence in the mil- 
itary and scientific superiority of 
the United States. America’s 
world prestige seemed to on 
the rise on the strength of role 
in the British and French with- 
drawal from Suez. The country 
was prosperous, although prices 
were high and still climbing: A 
popular Republican president had 
just been elected by a landslide 
and a Democratic Congress had 
been voted in with him. 


In the intervening 20 months a 
vast complex of international and 
domestic problems has arisen. 
Yet the most immediately press- 
ing trouble spots, then as now, are 
almost identical—crisis in the Mid- 
dle East, rising living costs in the 
United States and the biggest 
peacetime federal budget to date.

That 
a soldier should have been up- 
set by the sickness of his ser- 
vant is surprising and quite un- 
like the common practice of that 
day. 

The centurion sought out Jesus 
and begged Him to help the 
servant. Jesus, whose love knew 
none of the artifical distinctions 
of race or creed and willingly 
helped all who were in need, im- 
mediately responded to the cen- 
turion’s request.

The south Georgia legislator 
said in a television address that | 
the “swing to Bodenhamer is so 
strong across Georgia that Vandi- 
ver is canvassing his own home 
county (Franklin).”’ 

He declared that the ‘‘marriage 
was culminated” Sunday when | 
the “foreign-owned Atlanta news- 
papers” endorsed Vandiver’s can- 
didacy for governor. 

Attacking Vandiver’s pledge to 
streamline the state government, 
Bodenhamer charged that the lieu- 
tenant governor hasn’t “cleaned 
out the first closet or swept down 
the first cobweb” since he’s been 
in public office.

The popular casting lines ran 
from 24- to 36-pound test and the linen up to 72- 
thread, which is 216-pound test, for the giants of 
the oceans. Those basic lines are still with us, 


along with a good many other

Atom Power for All Is 20 Years Off, 
5.000 Are Told at Geneva Conference 


Continued From Page 1 


atomic energy, there was little 
glowing enthusiasm expressed for 
the immediate potentialities of 
atomic power. 


As speaker after speaker em- 
phasized, the past three years of 
research have demonstrated that 
economic nuclear power is going 
to be more difficult and costly 
to achieve than first supposed. 


The past three years have also 
worked one other major change 
in the thinking and outlook of 
the scientists. They have shifted 
from fission to fusion. 


At the first conference the 
major emphasis and disclosures 
were on the possibility of obtain- 
ing energy from the fission pro- 
cess—or the splitting of the atoms 
of such heavy elements as ura- 
nium. 

At this conference it was evi- 
dent that the major point of in- 
terest will be the possibility of 
harnessing the fusion reaction— 
or the combining of light ele- 
ments such as hydrogen. 

The possibility of fusion or 
thermonuclear power was only 
hinted at the first conference and 
discussed in a secrecy-shrouded 
atmosphere. This time the scien- 
tists of the world were openly 
discussing their thermonuclear 
research—a fact which is likely 
to go down as a major accom- 
plishment of the conference. 

The cautionary theme about the 
potentialities of atomic power was 
sounded in the opening speech 
by Prof. Francis Perrin, head of 
the French Atomic Energy Com- 
mission and president of this 


United Nations Conference. 

To underdeveloped nations 
whose economic hopes have been 
raised by atomic energy, Prof. 
Perrin warned that nuclear power 
is not a “royal road to prosper- 
ity.” 

Before underdeveloped coun- 
tries can profit from the oppor- 
tunities of nuclear power, he said, 
they will have to go “through a 
preliminary stage of industriali- 
zation in the old way” as well 
as engage in extensive training 
programs. He estimated that it 
would be about 10 years before 
some underdeveloped countries 
would be able to profit from 
atomic energy. 

For the “near future,” he said,

44 Deaths Push 
Sleep Sickness 
Toll to 745 


SEOUL, Korea (AP)—Korea’s 
sleeping sickness epidemic 
claimed 44 more lives Monday, 
health authorities reported. They 
said 128 more persons have been 
stricken. 

The authorities looked, however, 
for a slackening in the spread of 
the disease with the possibility of 
cooler weather later this week. 

The death toll so far is 745, in- 
cluding an American serviceman. 
A U. S. armed forces spokesman 
reported no new outbreaks among 
Americans here. 

The disease, known as encepha- 
litis, also has hit Japan. Health 
officials in Tokyo reported eight 
new cases Monday. There have

Chanel Has 
Eye for 


U.S. Tastes

NEW YORK—It does seem 


more than fitting, in round- 
ing up the new French 
fashions, that Mile. Chanel 


should be honored. The Chanel 
look and her fashion philosophy 
are equally indesiructible. De- 
spite the fluctuations of hem- 
lines, waistlines or sleeves, her 
famous effortless suit with open 
jacket, slim but strideable skirt 
and inevitable jersey or silk 
shirt have remained essentially 
unaltered. This has been true 
since the very beginning of her 
career in the early ‘20s. 

In that harnessed era Mlle. 
Chanel, together with Vionnet, 
threw out the confining corset. 
This was just the beginning. 
She snipped off hair and chopped 
off skirts to a comfortable level 
below the knee and banished 
frills in favor of line and sim- 


plicity. She was the first to 
adopt jersey, until then used 


only for underwear, and from it 
create little nothings of a dress, 
a blouse or one of her famous 
casual suits. 

In an era when it was con- 
sidered not quite nice to wear 
anything but real jewels, she 
created a costume jewelry. 
Fashioned from her own fabu- 
lous gem collection, the fake 
stones were piled on generously 
in Mile. Chanel’s own inimitable 
way. Yards of pearls were 
hung from the neck, pearls and 
stones tangled to form chunky 
necklaces and large stone pins 
or make-believe gardenias were 
pinned to lapels 

The world was made aware 
of Mile. Chanel, and her maver- 
ick brilliance inspired other 
couturiers to follow her ideas. 
This influence continyed until 
1939, when Mile. Chanel went 
into retirement. Fifteen years 
later, in 1954, she decided that 
‘the French couture is dom- 
inated by too many men,” and, 
bored with retirement, she re-

months planning and arranging 
exhibits. She washes clothes by 
hand on her days off (only one 
dress has disintegrated), sews 
on buttons; cold-creams doll 
faces, and performs surgical 
operations. 

“The dolls come to us in all 
conditions, like that one.”’ She 
pointed to a well-worn face. 
‘She had her nose kissed off.’’ 

Miss Pinney choses props for 
displays from four cabinets and 
a storeroom full of china, furni- 
ture, clothes and accessories. 
There even are tiny platters 
heaped with fake food, and mi- 
nute playing cards. The cur- 
ator’s insistence on detail leads 
to such tasks are tracking down 
miniature palms, potted in 
sugar bowls borrowed from a 
doll’s china set. 

A former schoolteacher, Miss 
Pinney came to the museum as 
a volunteer worker in the 1930's. 
She has held her present post 
since 1941 and also heads the 
museum's educational program 
for children. In addition, she 
hits the lecture circuit, writes 
articles about dolls and hopes 
someday to write a book about 
the “‘neglected”’ field of toys as 
collectors’ items. 

Unlike most museums, the at- 
mosphere is not one of awed si- 
lence. Children race through 
halls, press shining faces 
against exhibit cases and stand 
on tip-toe to peer through top 
windows of doll houses.

Pediatrician Gives Few Rules 
On Keeping Complexion Clear 


as complexion, it is wise to start 
along the preventive path as 
soon as possible, and the roots 
of a good complexion lie in the 
roots of the hair. The minute 
you notice your child’s hair be- 
gin to change, substitute a bi- 
weekly shampoo for the weekly 
one. 
At the same time, see that the 
child’s hair is brushed away 
from the face. Boys of this age 
do well in a crew cut; girls 
should not have bangs. 
Whether a child has acne de- 


pends primarily on heredity. 
How mild or severe the attack 
and how long its duration often 


can be settled by diet and con- 
scientious cleanliness. Its even- 
tual waning depends on time. 

No matter how blase the boy 
or girl with a blotchy complex- 
ion pretends to act, he or she 
does care very, very much. 
Just when his appearance be- 
comes all-important, he looks 
his worst. Putting the matter in 
the child’s own hands, explain- 
ing to him what he can do to 
help himself, is a much better 
course than nagging at him 
to stay clean and watch his 
diet. 


PEDIATRICIAN’S ADVICE 


1. Wash face with hot water 
and soap several times a day. 
Use a pure, mild soap. Rinse 
first with warm, then with cold 
water and dry thoroughly. Use a 
clean towel and wash cisth each 
time 

2. Keep hands away from 
face. 

3. Keep body and clothes 
scrupulously clean. Take a warm 
soap and water bath daily. 
Shampoo the hair and scalp at 
least once a week, preferably 


twice. Keep hair brushed back 
off the face. 

4. Sleep at least eight hours 
a night and get plenty of fresh 
air, sunlight, and exercise. 

5. Drink six to eight glasses of 
water daily. 

6. Eat simple, well balanced 
meals with plenty of fruit, raw 
vegetables, meats, and rough- 
age foods. Avoid greasy oF 
fried foods, gravy, mayonnaise, 
nuts, chocolate, carbonated 
drinks, shell fish, and too many 
sweets. Milk is also thought to 
aggravate severe acne. 


Most important of all, stay 
away from short-order pills 
and medications. Use medica- 
tion only if prescribed by your | 
doctor.

Mrs. Davis was selected to 
respond, in behalf of all the 
contestants, to the president of 
Israel when he officially wel- 
comed the delegates. 

EXPRESS APPRECIATION 

Expressing their appreciation 
of the hospitality afforded them, 
the Georgia charmer, who 
“didn’t know until the last min- 
ute” that she was to give the 
response, quoted the words of 
David: “Pray for the peace 
of Jerusalem. May they pros- 
per who love you. Peace be 
within your walls and security 
within your towers.” 

Afterwards, with tears in her 
eyes, the president's wife em- 
braced the soft-spoken Georgia 
woman. 


Mrs. Davis finished seventh 
in the competition, but holds 
“no hard feelings about the 


outcome.” 


“I had a wonderful time,” 
she declared at her comfortable 
home, surrounded by press clip- 
pings and treasured mementos 
of her journey. “No one 
could really lose—the three- 
week tour itself made every- 
thing worthwhile. It was a 
thrilling experience to read par- 
ticular Biblical passages as we 
rode along in the bus, and 
looked out the window to view 
the scene mentioned.”’ 


TREASURED ITEM 


The most treasured item she 
brought home was the 3,000- 
year-old saucer used in the 
days of King Solomon, which she 
won in Israel. 


She also treasures the skirt, | 


made by students at a school 
for the blind, supported by New 
York clubwomen, that was pre- 
sented to her during a tour of 
the school. 

“I was invited to the school 
because I was the American 
delegate, and they wanted me 
to see the progress being made, 
thanks to the support of the 
women in New York,” she ex- 
plained.

Since she has only read the 
King James version, Mrs. Davis 
said she failed on three ques- 
tions which “‘simply weren’t to 
be found in the English Bible.”

“I couldn’t protest because 
I was so impressed with the 
winner’s knowledge,”” she con- 
tinued.

Dentures May End 


Oldsters’ Dermatitis 


Many persons — especially old- 
sters — are bothered with red- 
ness, scaling, and cracking at the 
corners of the mouth. The condi- 
tion is so irritating it becomes 
painful to chew, smile, or talk. 
A bacterial or yeast infection usu- 
ally is responsible. 

Dermatitis has its origin in the 
deep folds that form at the angles 
of the mouth when the lips come

closer together. An extreme ex- 
ample is the person with no teeth 
whose lower jaw protrudes and is 


pulled up higher than usual. 


The same occurs when many, 
teeth have been lost or the mus- *, 
cles surrounding the mouth lack 
tone as a result of old age. 

Drooling saliva collects be- 
tween the folds and the moist 
tissues become irritated. Bacteria 
are present in this area and other 
organisms move in from the 
mouth. As a result, the skin 
cracks and becomes rough and 
chapped. 

The majority of victims are 
heiped by correction of the causa- 
tive condition. A good set of den- 
tures, for example, improves the 
bite and separates the lips. There 
are a variety of salves and oint- 
ments containing antibiotics that 
kill bacteria and fungi. A small 
amount is placed on the end of 
the little finger and applied to the 
affected area. 


Vitamin B is an old remedy 
but the results are disappoint- 
ing.

When a 
person develops a vitamin B 
deficiency, particularly of ribo- 
flavin, many symptoms appear, 
including changes at the cor- 
ners of the mouth. 


But the reverse is not neces- 
sarily true in that not all lesions 
at the corners of the mouth are 
due to vitamin B deficiency. Per- 
sons who eat well do not have a 
deficiency and there is no rea- 
son why vitamin B should help

East felt like the victim of a 
practical joke when South glided 
blithely into a six-spade con- 
tract today. To his ccnsterna- 
tion, South proceeded to treat the 
East holding with utter contempt 
and fulfilled the contract. 

South had visions of a grand 
slam when his partner gave a 
jump raise in spades. But when 
North showed no further enthu- 
siasm, he contented himself with 
a small slam which he confi- 
dently expected to claim after 
the dummy was spread. 

West opened the club 6 and 
East’s jack forced the king as a 
heart was discarded from dum- 
my. A spade was led to the ace 
and when West failed to follow, 
declarer saw that his work was 
cut out for him.

Next a low club was ruffed in 
dummy and the losing club was 
discarded on the diamond ace.

A diamond now came through, 
and East was obliged to ruff with 
the jack of trumps.

t against him. If he leads the 
sade 10, East will return a 
heart and shorten South’s trumps. 

After a moment’s considera- 
tion, declarer hit on the winning 
play. He wundertrumped East’s 
spade jack with the 9 and East 
was helpless. 

If he returned a heart, South 
would discard a club and win 
with a trump in dummy. He 
would then follow through with 
the good diamonds until East 
trumped. If East elected to re- 
turn a trump, South would mere- 
ly finesse and claim the balance 
of the tricks.

One thing sure, it’s safer flying over Georgia highways in a 
helicopter than it is down winding around the curves and other 
cars in an automobile. Flying at about 1,200 feet, you don’t have 
to worry about what's coming over the next hill and there is 
plenty of maneuvering room. 

Capt. Bob Sprayberry of Georgia's National Guard was pilot 
of the “chopper’’ which, along with National Guard airplanes, 
jeeps and cars, were out with the State Patrol in an effort to keep 
the Labor Day toll on the highways to a minimum. 

“The chopper sure has a psychological effect,” Capt. Spray- 
berry said to me over the radio hook-up as we both were flying 
over Georgia 12 down toward Covington. “Yesterday I got behind 
a car on U.S. 41 which was just outrunning me and I was doing 
better than 70. I cut across a wide curve and got in front of him. 
When he saw the helicopter shadow he dropped down to a safe 
speed before I could call in the patrol to get on his tail,” 

We took off from Gunn's Airstrip just off the Covington high- 
way Monday morning. I took the seat occupied on most traffic 
control flights by Sgt. James C. Carter of the National Guard, who 
acts as observer for Capt. Sprayberry.

Every bit of Georgia’s green countryside looks as beauti- 
ful as one of those mountain valleys you come on unexpectedly 
as you drive your car through a pass. Try it sometime.
